There are a great many persons who become greatly in­ 
volved in their logic when they enter into a discussion of the * 
rights under the guarantees of free speech. This includes some 
newspaper men. 
The men who placed the first amendment in the consti-; 
tuition of the United States knew from experience the intoler-j 
ance of one man for the opinion of another and of one group j 
for the opinion of another. 
After drafting the constitution to bind the several states 
in a perfect union, their first concern was the preservation of 
the right to reason and proclaim, in order that 
the 
truth I 
might be found and the basis on which lasting political unity 
was to be built. The men who drafted our guarantee of free; 
speech knew from experience the bitterness of intolerance at j 
the hands of others. 
Human nature has not greatly changed since 1791. In­ 
tolerance against the opinions of others is prevalent every­ 
where today, Kansas and Memphis, Tenn., have this year sup­ 
plied the outstanding attacks against freedom of speech. 
George Bernard Shaw has written a great defense of free! 
speech in a single sentence that should have its place on every 
editorial room desk: 
‘‘Our whole theory of freedom of speech and opinion for 
all citizens rests, not on the assumption that everybody is 
right, but on the certainty that everybody is wrong on some 
point on which somebody else is right, so that there is a public 
danger in allowing anybody to go unheard.” 
Do not dismiss that sentence with a single reading—it is 
worthy of s tu d y . Many of us need that guidance, and especial­ 
ly when it is the other fellow’s opinion that is being smother­ 
ed under a wave

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Nesbitt Flays Marketing 
of Road Bonds on Future 
Construction Proposition 


High 
Pressure 
Reservoir is 
Started; Project to Cost 
§6,000,000. 


(Bl th* Associated Press) 
TULSA, Okla., Jan. 19.——Actual 
construction work i* in progress at 
several places on the 
$6,000,000 
project that will bring water from 
the Spavinaw river in Mayes coun­ 
ty to this city. Pipe is being laid 
from the high pressure reservoir 
site on a high hill north of the 
city limits to the pumping station 
and the city mains. This pipe is 36 
inches in diameter and j$ made of 
ca§t iron. 
The high pressurge reservoir will 
be one of the first units of the 
project to be completed, and it is 
planned to put it in use in con­ 
nection with the present system at 
once. The connection with the pres­ 
ent pumping and filteration station 
On the Arkansas river bank, where 
water is now obtained, will make 
it possible for Arkansas river water 
to be pumped into the 10.000,OOO 
gallon reservoir from the river. The 
height of the reservoir will furnish 
the necessary pressure. 
While it is not expected that it 
will 
be 
necessary 
to 
filler 
the 
Spavinaw water, the connection with 
the fiIteration plant will make that 
possible should jt become necessary 
at any season of the year, accord­ 
ing to the engineers. 
Work is one-Jfourth completed on 
the 500,000,000-gallon storage'its*. r- 
voir at Mohawk which is located 
four miles from Tulsa. Wan r from 
Spavinaw creek 55 miles away will 
flow by gravity to Mohawk. It will 
be pumped into the high pressure 
reservoir and distributed from that 
point to the city mains. Flat Flock 
creek 
has already 
been 
diverted 
into Bird creek at Mohawk. 
Other points where work is in 
progress include Ti wall, where a 
tunnel over a mile long is bein-: 
excavated, several places along the 
line where aqueducts are being built 
and at Spavinaw 
whore 
a large 
crew’ of workers is clearing the bed 
of the proposed lake. 
Work is 
scheduled to begin on the dam soon, 
It was announced.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Jan. 19. — 
County commisisoners should 
not 
sell road bonds until construction 
work is ready to start and ne com­ 
mission should be paid for the sale 
of the bonds, according to the re­ 
commendations contained 
a let­ 
ter from Paul Nesbitt, commission­ 
er of highways to Gov. J . C. Wal­ 
ton, made public today. 
Nesbitt recommended in his let­ 
ter that the legislature be asked to 
pass laws to effect the reform he 
proposed. 
Nesbitt said that road bonds are 
sold sometimes two years in ad­ 
vance of the need for the money 
and that bonds usually draw five 
percent 
inter* st. 
He 
pointed 
out 
further that in many instances the 
money is loaned back to the tax­ 
payers at ten per cent 
interest, 
for i he use of their own money. 
Attacking the practice of selling 
county bonds through brokers which 
charge commissions while their ‘‘en­ 
tire investment is in office and of­ 
fice furniture,'’ Nedbtt recommend­ 
ed 
in 
his 
letter 
that 
the state 
should provide an agency through 
which bonds could be sold without 
commissions. 
“I take this view of it for the 
same reason that I believe the cot­ 
ton broker and the grain broker 
is not essential to the marketing 
of farm 
products, 
and 
that 
his 
profits come off 
the 
producers,” 
Nesbitt wrote. 
“The people who pay the taxes 
on the bonds that are issued are 
due the same protection from those 
who pay nothing, have nothing in­ 
vest. J 
and reap splendid 
returns 
for commission work.” 
Taking up the question of the 
sale of bonds in advance of tne 
time construction is to begin, the 
highway commissioner wrote: 
“It ha^ come to my attention 
that wh< re bonds are sold for road 
construction 
jn 
various 
counties, 
pr* s.-ur. js brought to bear to have 
the 
county comissioners 
sell 
the 
bonds 
immediately. 
These bonds 
draw int* rest usually at five per­ 
cent. The money is placed in the 
local l>anks and lies there 
until 
con strut lion work begins. In some 
of the counties of this state con­ 
struction work has not begun for 
two years after the bonds 
were 
sold- 
In the meantime the money 
is being loaned l*ack to the tax­ 
payers at ten percent. 
“To 
state the case 
concisely: 
Th. taxpayer* ar,» paying five per­ 
cent on the bonds and their own 
money 
is 
being 
loaned 
back 
to 
them at ten percent, making a total 
of fiffcew* percent per annum on 
the bond money for which they are 
not receiving anything in return. 
“Road construction bonds should 
not be sold until the state engineer 
has completed the plans and 
is 
ready to receive bids, and a law* 


should be passed making it manda­ 
tory upon the county commissioners 
not to sell any 
bonds for such 
road construction until notified to 
do so by the highway debarment. 
“Another matter that I 
think 
should receive the attention of the 
legislature is that of selling bonds 
through the agency of bond brokers- 
It seems to be the practice ‘for 
bond buyers representing 
eastern 
concerns to buy these construction 
bonds. They apparently do not in­ 
vest a dollar of their own money 
and their entire investment is in 
office and office furniture. 
Their 
commission naturally comes out of 
the sale of the bonds and where 
counties issue large amounts these 
commissions run into .thousands of 
dollars.”

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ABOUT FREE SPEECH 


There are a great many persons who become greatly in- 


%-olved in their logic when they enter into a discussion of the 
rights under the guarantees of free speech. This includes some 
newspaper men. 


The men who placed the first amendment in the consti- 


tution of the United States knew from experience the intoler- 
ance of one man for the opinion of another and of. one group 
for the opinion of another. 


After drafting the constitution to bind the several states 


in a perfect union, their first concern was the preservation of 
the right to reason and proclaim, in order that the 
truth 


might be found and the basis on which lasting political unity 
was to be built. The men who drafted our guarantee of free 
speech knew from experience the bitterness of intolerance at 
the hands of others. 


Human nature has not greatly changed since 1791. In- 


tolerance against the opinions of others is prevalent every- 
where today, Kansas and Memphis, Tenn., have this year sup- 
plied the outstanding attacks against freedom of speech. 


George Bernard Shaw has written a great defense of free 


speech in a single sentence that should have its place on every 
editorial room desk : 


"Our whole theory of freedom of speech and opinion for 


all citizens rests, not on the assumption that everybody is 
right, but on the certainty that everybody is wrong on some 
point on which somebody else is right, so that there is a public 
danger in allowing anybody to go unheard." 


Do not dismiss that sentence with a single reading — it is 


worthy of study. Many of us need that guidance, and especial- 
ly when it is the other fellow's opinion that is being smother- 
ed under a wave of temporary 
intolerance. — Editor

County conimisisoners should not 
soli road bonds until construction 
work is ready to start and no com- 
mission .should be paid for the sale 
of the bonds, according to the re- 
commendation;-, contained ^.- a let- 
ter from Paul Nesbitt, commission- 
er of highways to Gov. 3. C. Wal- 
ton, made public today. 


Xesibitt recommended in his let- 


ter that the legislature be asked to 
pass laws to effect the reform he 
proposed. 


Ncshitt paid that road bonds are 


sold sometimes two years in ad- 
vance of the need for the money 
and that bonds usually draw five 
percent 
interest. 
He pointed out 


further that in many instances the 
money is loaned buck to the tax- 
payers at ten per cent 
interest, 


for the use of their own money. 


Attacking the practice of selling 


county bonds through brokers which 
charge commissions while their ''en- 
tire investment is in office and of- 
fice furniture," Noslbtt recommend- 
ed 
in his letter that 
the state 


should provide an agency through 
which bonds could be .sold without 
c ommissions.
